Duke 'must 
fight back’ 
at sex claim 


PRINCE Andrew is 
being urged to fight 
back with “every ounce 
of energy” against 
allegations made in 
U.S. court documents 
by a woman who claimed 
she was forced to have 
sex with him while she 
was still a minor. 

Harvard law professor 
Alan Dershowitz — who 
is also named in the 
court papers — said the 
claims against him 
were part of a pattern 
of “made-up stories” by 
the woman and her 
lawyers against 
prominent people. 

He told the BBC 
Radio 4 Today show: 
“You cannot allow these 
allegations to hang 
above you. The first 
question you have to 
ask yourself when you 
are charged with a 
crime like this is ‘Is 
there any conceivable 
possibility you did it?’ 
and if the answer to 
that is ‘no’, you have to 
fight back with every 
resource and ounce of 
energy available to you.” 

Buckingham Palace 
took the unusual step 
of releasing a strongly- 
worded statement 
categorically denying 
any impropriety by 
the Duke of York with 
underage minors. 

The woman’s claim is 
part of a lawsuit in 
connection with U.S. 
billionaire and convicted 
paedophile Jeffrey 
Epstein, a former 
friend of the Duke.

A FUNERAL service for three 
members of the same family 
who were killed in the Glasgow 
bin lorry crash heard how their 
loved ones have suffered 
“tragedy on tragedy, sadness 
on sadness”. 

Up to 1,000 mourners joined 
together to pay a final tribute to 
teenager Erin McQuade and her 
grandparents Jack Sweeney, 68, 
and Lorraine Sweeney, 69. 

The three, all from Dumbarton, 
were on a Christmas shopping trip 
when an out-of-control refuse vehicle 
ploughed into pedestrians in Glasgow 
city centre three days before Christmas.

Jacqueline McQuade is thought to 
have gone to withdraw money from a 
cash machine when her 18-year-old 
daughter and parents were fatally 
injured. 

Some 700 people packed in to St 
Patrick’s RC Church in Dumbarton 
for a joint requiem mass for the 
teenager and her grandparents, with 
hundreds more mourners outside. 

Erin’s brothers Liam, 15, andAiden, 
14, and sister Niamh, six, were all at 
the service, with their mum Jacqueline, 
43, and father Matthew, 49. 

Six people were killed and 10 more 
injured after the lorry 
careered out of control 
in the city’s Queen 
Street on December 22 
The private church 
service was led by the 
Archbishop of Glasgow, 
who previously told a 
memorial mass that he 
wept with the woman 
who saw her teenage 
daughter and both 
parents die almost in 
front of her. 

Yesterday he told how 
the accident had piled 
“tragedy on tragedy and 
sadness on sadness” on 
the family, but added: 
“They died as they lived 
— together.” 

Investigations into 
the crash continue.

THE man who first identified 
the deadly Ebola virus - 
which is now here in the UK 
- has described how it made 
one of its earliest victims 
virtually EXPLODE. 

The news comes as British 
nurse Pauline Cafferkey, 39, 
is beingtreated in an isolation 
unit in London after falling ill 
when she returned from 
Sierra Leone, where she’d 
been helping victims of the 
latest outbreak. 

As Sunday Sport went to 
press last night Pauline’s 
condition was described as 
‘critical’. 

Since it re-emerged in 
West Africa a year ago, the 
virus has killed more than 
7,800 people. 

Named after the river that 


graves of a few of 
the many Ebola 
has claimed 


“A NURSE at Yambuku Mission Hospital, 
who had treated a man who’d died after 
suffering internal and external bleeding 
after eating antelope and monkey meat, 
was herself taken ill. 

“Sister Miriam noticed she had a headache, a 
particularly bad headache, rising fever, 
soreness in the throat and 
difficulty in swallowing. 

“She complained of stomach pain, 
and they moved her to a bigger 
hospital in the capital, Kinshasa. 

“It was getting worse. There was 
bleeding, internal and external. She 
was isolated. They didn’t know what 
was wrong. 

“Something terrible was happening 
inside Sister Miriam. The unknown 
virus that had entered her 
bloodstream had started to replicate 
itself in ever increasing millions, 
causing small blood clots to form and 
block the flow. 

“Blood supply was seriously 
blocked to the brain, intestines, the 
soft organs and the skin, which 
became as delicate as tissue paper 
and started to weep blood.”

runs near to the Zaire town 
of Yambuku, where it was 
first identified, Ebola is 
thought to be carried by fruit 
bats, a regional delicacy. 

It kills up to 90 per cent of 
those it infects - and spreads 
by direct contact with body 
fluids such as the BLOOD or 
SEMEN of an infected human 
or animal. There’s no vaccine 
commercially available yet. 

It was discovered in 1976 
by Belgian virologist Professor 
Peter Piot, who told how he 
came across it in Zaire in a 
BBC Radio 4 docu-drama 
which was broadcast last 
month... 


The virus took hold of the nurse’s 
body and she began to suffer terribly. 
Prof Piot said. The flesh flew off her 
bones as she writhed in agony. 

He explained: “Sister Miriam’s face 
lost feeling as tiny haemorrhages 
erupted under the skin. The collagen 
lost integrity and began to bubble up 
in white spots. 

Splattering 

“As the virus spread, the soft tissue 
and the sinew that secured the 
organs came under attack. The 
surface of her tongue sloughed off, as 
did the lining of her stomach. 

“She began to bleed internally, the 
blood now unable to clot flooding the 
body cavities and causing bleeding 
from every orifice, including her eyes. 


“The skeleton alone seemed to be 
inviolate, but the rest of the patient 
around it was turning to slime. The 
brain — denied blood and short- 
circuiting frantically - induced 
seizures, scattering the blood, decaying 
tissue and mucus, and splattering 
the walls of her hospital room and 
anyone standing close.” 

He continued: “Consciousness had 
mercifully long deserted Sister 
Miriam before she died. 

“The mystery virus that had 
brought about her miseries was 
however still active in the dissolving 
tissue, still replicating, still searching 
for the tiniest imaginable pinprick or 
even the unprotected surface of the 
eye. That was all it would need to 
enter the bloodstream of a new host. 


and another new host, and after that, 
the teeming city of Kinshasa - and 
the world.” 

The World Health Organisation 
says the number of people infected 
by Ebola in Sierra Leone, Liberia and 
Guinea has now passed 20,000. 

Nurse Cafferkey’s case has raised 
questions about the screening process 
in place for passengers leaving West 
Africa and arriving at Heathrow. 

The chief medical officer for 
England, Dame Sally Davies, said 
Nurse Cafferkey had been in the 
early phase of the disease when she 
made the journey back to the UK and 
her fellow passengers were at “very 
low risk” of being infected. 

She said: “The public health risk is 
negligible-Ebola’s difficult to catch.”

Korea’s hacking into the 
computers of entertainment 
giant Sony was impressive, 
you ain’t seen nothing yet. 

Experts say cyber-terrorists 
from the secretive Stalinist 
state can infiltrate ANY system 
worldwide. 

That means Britain could be 
reduced to Dark Age chaos, as the 
computers we rely on collapse 
under the weight of a North 
Korean web attack. 

Boffins fear the National Air 
Traffic Services system could be 
one target for hackers employed 
by dictator Kim Jong Un. 

Catastrophic 

Last month 10,000 passengers 
at Heathrow alone were affected 
by an air traffic control computer 
failure, caused by a software 
glitch. But if North Korea managed 
to embed a piece self-replicating 
malware in the system, the 
results would be catastrophic. 

With hundreds of planes in the 
skies above the UK at any one 
time, a failure of the air traffic 
control system would likely lead 
to mid-air collisions and huge loss 
of life in the air and on the ground. 

Another system North Korean 
agents could well target is our 
water supply. 

Some areas add fluoride to 
water. In small amounts, the 
chemical is harmless and may 
prevent dental decay, but in larger 
amounts, sodium fluoride is toxic. 
If North Korea managed to access 
and disrupt the fluoride systems, 
the water of tens of millions would 
be rendered undrinkable. 

With planes falling from the sky 
and the water poisoned, Brits 
would be forgiven for heading to 
the pub to drown their sorrows. 

But popping down to the cash 
point to get £20 would be tricky 
— as Kim’s evil geniuses would 
have got to them, too.

an assault on our financial 
system, which is almost entirely 
computer-based. 

First the trading screens of the 
big City firms would go blank.

It is unlikely that Britain’s 
emergency planning committee, 
COBRA, would be able to keep up 
with the fast pace of Kim’s cyber 
wrecking and near-panic would 
cripple Whitehall.

July 9, 1926: The eldest Kray 

brother, Charlie Jr, is born in 
London to parents Violet (nee Lee) 
and scrap gold dealer Charles David 
Kray. 

October 24, 1933: Ronald ‘Ronnie’ 
Kray and Reginald ‘Reggie’ Kray are 
born in Hoxton, East London. Reggie 
is born approximately 10 minutes 
before Ronnie. 

1938: The family move from Stean 
Street, Hoxton, to Vallance Road in 
Bethnal Green, a rough neighbourhood 
in the East End. 

1942: Ronnie, aged nine, is almost 
killed from a head injury suffered 
during a fight with his twin brother. 
1945: The twins begin their amateur 
boxing careers, under the influence 
of their grandfather Jimmy 
‘Cannonball’ Lee. 

1951: Ronnie and Reggie, aged 18, 
turn professional at boxing, having 
reportedly “never lost a match”. 
1952: After becoming notorious for 
their acts of violence, the twins are 
called up to National Service. 
September 1952: While absent 
without leave, they assault a 
policeman who tried to arrest them. 
They are sent to 
prison in Kent 
and get dishon- 
o u r a b 1 e 
discharges. 

1953: After 
their military 
shame ended 
the twin’s 

boxing careers, 
they turned to 
crime full-time, 
starting several 
protection 
rackets. They 
also bought a 
snooker club in 
Bethnal Green. 

1959: By the 
end of the 
decade the Krays 
were involved in 
hij acking, 
armed robbery 
and arson, and had built an empire 
of night clubs in East London. 

1960: Ronnie is imprisoned for 18 
months for running a protection 
racket and related violent threats. 
While inside, fellow inmate Peter 
Rachman hands over control of 
several businesses, establishing the 
Kray’s influence in the West End. 
1960-6: The Kray twins are local 
celebrities because of their club 
empire, becoming part of the 
Swinging London movement of the 
decade. Ronnie later says: “They 
were the best years of our lives.” 
1963: A newspaper alleges that 
Ronnie, who was openly bisexual, 
had an affair with Tory MP Robert 
Boothby. He threatens the 
journalists and the newspaper pays 
£40,000 damages to Boothby. 
December 12, 1966: The Krays help 
Frank ‘The Mad Axeman’ Mitchell 
escape from Dartmoor Prison. 

March 8, 1966: Kray associate 

Richard Hart is murdered at Mr 
Smith’s Club in Catford. 

March 9, 1966: Ronnie takes 


revenge by shooting George Cornell 
dead at the Blind Beggar pub in 
Whitechapel after Cornell allegedly 
called him a “fat poof”. 

June 1967: Reggie Kray’s wife 
Frances commits suicide, aged 24. 
October 29,1967: Reggie stabs gang 
member Jack ‘The Hat’ McVitie in a 
basement flat in Stoke Newington. 
His body has never been recovered. 
May 9, 1968: The twins and 15 
others are arrested in a police 
operation led by Det Supt Leonard 
‘Nipper’ Read, a former boxer. 
March 8, 1969: Ronnie and Reggie 
are sentenced to life imprisonment, 
with a non-parole period of 30 years, 
for the murders of Cornell and 
McVitie. Their brother, Charlie Jr, 
is sentenced to 10 years for his part 
in the crimes. 

1969: Ronnie is eventually certified 
insane and was sent to Broadmoor 
Hospital in Crowthorne, West 
Berkshire. 

August 7, 1982: Violet Kray dies in 
Waltham Forest, London. The twins 
are allowed to attend the funeral 
under strict security. 

March 8, 1983: Charles David Kray 
Sr. dies. Ronnie 
and Reggie 
did not attend 
in order to 
avoid a media 
frenzy. 

1985: Guards 
at Broadmoor 
discover that 
Ronnie is 
running a 
protection 
business 
from behind 
bars called 
Krayleigh 
Enterprises, 
providing 
security for 
celebrities 
such as Frank 
Sinatra. 

1990: Following 
the release of 
a movie about their lives, a campaign 
begins for the twin’s early release 
from prison. 

1992-3: Reggie Kray exchanges 
prison letters with championship 
boxer Mike Tyson, who had been 
convicted of rape in the States. 
Tyson later admitted: “Reggie 
knew what I was going through. 
Even though he was a killer, the 
people still loved him.” 

March 17, 1995: Ronnie dies of a 
heart attack at Broadmoor. 

July 1997: Reggie Kray, still 
imprisoned, marries Roberta Jones 
at a hotel in Norwich. 

August 26, 2000: Reggie is 

diagnosed with terminal bladder 
cancer and released from prison on 
compassionate grounds 
April 4, 2000: Charlie Kray Jr dies 
in prison of natural causes, after 
being convicted of conspiracy to 
smuggle cocaine in 1997. 

October 1, 2000: Reggie dies in his 
sleep, aged 66 , at his wife’s home in 
Norwich.

YORKSHIRE captain Andrew Gale has called for big 
changes to the domestic Twenty20 competition to 
prevent English cricket being “left behind”. 

The 18 first-class counties contest the NatWest 
T20 Blast - with 2014 champions Warwickshire 
rebranded as Birmingham Bears - with group games 
played mostly on Friday evenings from mid-May to 
late July, and this year’s finals day taking place on 
August 29. 

But Gale favours a smaller, shorter competition 
between city-based 
franchises, along the 
lines of the Indian 
Premier League or 
Australia’s Big Bash 
League. 

He wrote on Twitter: 

“How good is the Big 
Bash? We have to do 
something with our 
competition, otherwise 
we’ll get left behind. 

Gotta inspire the kids. 

“Franchise system 
would work in England. 

10 cities, over a 3-week 
period, straight after the 
I PL. World’s best 
players, bigger crowds.” 

That would effectively 
mean his Yorkshire team 
in their current form 
ceasing to compete in 
Twenty20 cricket. 

It’s an idea that 
would stick in the throat 
for many - but Gale still 
had one more left-field 
suggestion up his 
sleeve. 

“Be good if two Big 
Bash teams played in 
our comp, and 2 English 
teams played in their 
comp,” he added.
